WORLD OF WHEAT 


Most Serious Crisis in Britain 
Britain faces the most ser- 
ious crisis she has cver exper- 
ienced in her history. She is 
faced with two grave difficul- 
ties. The first is to secure suf- 
ficient food of nutritive quality 
for her people, bread, eggs, but- 
ter, milk, cheese, meats and 
fruit juices that supply physical 
and mental energy, and enable 
a good day's work to be done 
Britain's other difficulty is to 
import, mainly from the United 
States and Canada, machinery 
for her factories to replace that 
which was destroyed or damag- 
ed during the war. The present 
loans from Canada and the Un- 


_ ited States are nothing like suf- 


ficient for these purposes. 

T was shocked at the appear- 
ance of the British people. They 
are obviously suffering from 
mass malnutrition, They walk 
on their heels, their faces are 
grey and lined, they appear to 
he from 5 to 10 years older than 
their age. They are as tired in 
the morning as when they go 
to bed. They are incapable of a 
real day's work. Better food, 
then, and more of it, is Bri- 
tain's very first requirement. 

Can Canada do anything to 
help? For myself I think she 
can and ought to do comeihing 
because Britain is Canada’s 
greatest single market for 
wheat, bacon and many orher 
nroducts,
